In  making  my  annual  report  for  the  past  year  as  Fire 
Warden  and  Fire  Chief  it  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  say  that  we 
have  had  another  good  year  on  brush  fires. 

We  only  had  one  brush  fire  which  could  have  been  a  large 
one.  And  this  was  prevented  by  the  way  our  men  turned 
out  and  fought  that  fire.  They  did  good  work  and  held  the 
fire  down  to  four  acres.  We  discovered  after  the  fire  was 
out  that  it  was  in  Eaymond. 

We  can  keep  our  good  record  by  every  one  being  careful 
about  their  fires,  and  not  burning  when  there  is  any  danger 
of  the  fire  getting  away.  Always  get  a  permit  from  the 
Warden  or  Deputy  Warden  before  you  start  a  fire  unless  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow. 

The  fire  department  was  called  out  of  town  for  a  fire  in 
Danville  and  one  in  Sandown. 

We  had  several  chimney  fires  and  one  house  fire  which  we 
lost  because  we  ran  out  of  water. 

There  are  several  ways  in  which  we  can  improve  the  water 
question ;  and  I  hope  that  every  one  will  give  us  their  sup- 
port.
